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ix accordance with a resolution of the Synod of the 
German Reformed Church, of Pennsylvania, and 
adjacent States, held at Mechanicsburg, Cumberland 
county, Pennsylvania, in September, 183%, the members 
of this Synod convened in Shaferstown, on the first Sab- 
bath in September, 1833. 

On the Saturday evening previous, the Revd. D. 
Hassinger delivered a discourse, :n the German Reform- 
ed Church, from Acts 4, 23, after which, the farther 
preparatory services, to the administration of the Lord’s 
Supper, were attended to. 

On Sabbath morning, the Revd. J. C. Guldin, Presi- 
dent of the Synod, delivered a very impressive Synod- 
‘eal Sermon, from 1 Cor. 10, 17, and the sacrament of 
the Lord’s Supper was dispensed to the members of the 
Synod, by the Revd. F. L. Herman, senior Minister of 
the Synod, and the Revd. T. H. Leinbach, Pastor Loci, 
in the presence of a very crowded and attentive assem- 
bly. At the same hour, the Revd. A. L. Herman, Sec. 
of Synod, delivered a sermon, in the Lutheran Church, 
from Matthew 22, 9. | 

In the afternoon the Revd. H. Bibighaus preached in 
the German Reformed Church, from Acts 19, 20, and 
the Revd. John S. Ebaugh delivered a discourse, in the 
Lutheran Church, in the English language, from Ezek. 
33, 14. om : 

On Sabbath evening, the Rev. F. E. von der Sloot 
addressed the congregation from Philip 2, 5, and the 
Revd. G. Miller delivered a discourse in the Lutheran 
Church, in the English language, from Mutt. 28, 19, 20.° 

On Monday morning, at 9 o’clock, the members of 
Synod, together with their Delegates, met agreeably to 
appointment, in the German Reformed Church, where 
the Session was opened by the Revd.

In the month of May, I again commenced the bdusi-' 
ness of my Agency, and laboured in the vicinity of | 





Reading, Hamburg, Orwigsburg and other places. I~ 


succeeded in erecting a number of Sunday Schools, and. 
visited others, which had been established, which are in 
avery prosperous condition, and has dispensed many bles- 
_ sings to the children which composed them ;: especially 
those of Reading and Orwigsburg Inasmuch, how- 
ever, aS many persons in the sphere of my labours, 
were much prejudiced against Sunday Schools, it was 
out of my power to establish many, yet I have the plea- 
sure to inform you, that these prejudices, in many pla- 
ces, are giving way, and a desire for having Sunday 
Schools erected, is hecoming more-prevalent. Another 
oreat “* to my progress in. this useful work, arose 
from the fact. that a number of our ministerial brethren, 
in those: neighbourhoods, refused to lend me their aid 
and assistance, in consequence of which, I was circum- 
scribed in my labours. Now itis my sineere desire that 
the members of this Revd. Body may feel a deep interest. 
in the christian education of the rising youth, and may 
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direct their labours to the organization of such schools, 
so that the benign influence of Sunday School instruction 
may soon-be spread, and felt, in all our congregations, 
and our children be brought up in the nurture and admo- 
nition of the Lord here, and be fitted for glory hereafter. 
May the day soon arrive, when ti Holy Sabbath shali 
be no longer profaned, but when, on each of those sacred 
days, the voice of thanksgivings and praises shall ascend 
from the hearts of parents, teachers and children, of 
Sunday Schools, to the Throne of God, and mingle with 
the songs of Angels, Arch-Angels, and all the Redeemed 
from among men, in glory. Signed, A. Berkey.

The President now tendered the thanks of Synod in 
a very feeling and appropriate address, to the large au- 
dience present, in fulfilment of the resolution adopted on 
_ this subject ; after which the members of Synod, and the 
congregation prostrated themselves before a Throne of 
Grace, and united with the President in fervent praises 
and thanksgivings unto the God of all grace, for presi- 
ding over our Sessions of Synod, with his favour, and ena- 
bling the brethren to act together with so much unanimity 
for the furtherance of his honor and glory, and the best 
interests of that branch of his Zion over which he has 
constituted them overseers. And now may that God, in 
whom we live and move and haveour being, and for whose 
pleasure we are and were created, continue his fostering 
care overus, and the precious souls composing those flocks 
committed to our care, so that our bodies and spirits may be 
preserved blameless unto the day of our Lord Jesus Christ.
